the gas company or anyone else. The gas company 
is proposing a ready-to-serve charge of seventy-five 
cents a month for each customer. This would mean 
nine dollars more in the coffers of the company with- 
out any additional service or additional gas. This 
pine dollars would have to be paid by every customer 
in the city of Elyria. We know that there are some 
homes in Elyria that would not mind nine dollars 
more and could stand, possibly, ninety dollars more". 
But there are hundreds of homes to which nine dol- 
lars a year is considerable of an item. In some cases 
it means half the amount that is earned in an entire 
Week. In other cases, where the men are employed 
."but three days a week, it means the total amount that 
is earned for the week. Xine dollars additional for 
an expense of this kind is a tremendous amount of 
money for those people whose income already fails 
to meet their expense.

"Among: the e'oments that go^to 


n:a!:e the solid reputation of a co^- 
1- '<e, athletic supremacy comes far 
down on the list in the minds of 
those, both young and old, whose 
j_dgment really counts." 


Turning to religious tendencies, 


he continues- 


"It makes no difference .whether 


some of the older generation have 
forgotten the joy of a hard athletic 
contest; most young men rejoice 
in it, and it helps them in the cul- 
tivation of the qualities of loyalty, 
self-control, sacrifice and sports- 
manship. 
Similarly, it makes no 


difference whether some worldly 
•wipe persons regard questions of 
religion as unimportant to our 
youth, and any system of educa- 
tion that omit-; the consideration 
of the religious side of man's 
nature is faulty and incomplete. 


"But the difficulty arises in find- 


ing an approach to the subject 
•which is jn accord with the college 
man's point of view. 
For many 


years most colleges have offered a 
few courses in the literature of the 
Bible and have left the rest to stu- 
dent religious organizations. This 
is good so far as at goes, but it 
does not recognize the whole prob- 
lem. 
The activities of those or- 


ganizations continue the social and 
religious interests which the stu- 
dent brings with "him to college. 


"They tend to preserve such re- 


ligious nurture as the home train- 
ing has afforded and to give ade- 
quate opportunity for the exercise 
of the various kinds of service that 
are associated with these organiza- 
tions. This work, however, is real- 
ly an extra-curricular 
activity, 


without any more organic connec- 
tion to the educational work of the 
college than unco-ordinated ath- 
letic interests would possess. 


"The object that I have in mind 


in this connection ,is not an oppor- 
tunity for the expression of the re- 
ligious life of the individual but a 
means of analjzine: and studying 
the religious life of man in as ob- 
jective a manner as one would 
study any other human trait." 


On the position of athletics in 


college Dean'Hawkes says: 


"Whether it is'possible perma- 


nently to keep the athletic inter- 
ests of a large and \igorous col- 
lege harnessed to the educational 
wagon some are inclined to doubt. 
One fact, however, is certain. Un- 
less the athletics of an institution 
are conducted on a high level of 
sportsmanship by men of character 
who realize that athletics are a 
vital though secondary element in 
an educational institution, they 
may well do more harm than 
good."
